THE LOSS OF THE BRITISH 
» STEAME« " MADRAS." 
Peace, 

The Indo-China steamer Fooksang, Captain 
Horg, which arrived here frum Shanghai 
on Saturday morning, “brought down aix 
Chinogo, sntvivolr’ Of the orew of the 
fll fated stormer Madras. . Thess are tho 
steward, cabin’ bay, and four Gramay. From 
the first named somo interesting details of the 
ciroumstanoss surrounding the loss of the vossel, 
though of course much of what is necessary for 
8 properly coudected and full nurrative is want- 
ing. Among his nows, howover, ho gave much 
reason for four thnt the loss of the veszel had not 
been unattond sd with fatalities, as was ot first 
supposed ; in fact his statements would lead to 
the bolie£ that there bad basn'heavy loss of life, 
making it, to say the least, doubtial whother ovon 
Captain Plunge has wsoaped with his lito. 
The man states that the Madras left, Naga- 
saki ou the L0th inst: with.o cargo of ooal, 
and all went swell for about 24 hours, whon 
the steamor onevuntered the typhoon ‘which 
was, reported somo days since passing up tho 
China Sea, The storm was of long.duration, 
for the vessel was battered aboutin a furious 
sea for three days aud nights. During that 
time the seas which repeataily broke over her 
did her considerable damage, “ All hor boats” 
were ‘smashed ‘atid, washed away, her deok fit- 
tings also were. carried. away, aud, more sorioas 
still, one goa broke iutothe angina room skylight, 
tund, a large quantity of water poured into tho 
stokehole, The fires very narrowly escaped be- 
ing ‘put ont, bat happily this was pravonted. 
To make matters worso the’ water had washod 
Inaaps of coal into the pumps and choked them, 
40 tht thay were quite uuyerviooable, and thore 
were no means of pumping ont the water.
